Talk of Primary Election Bill- 


The principle of tbe primary law is 


making friends, though it Is pretty 
clear there must be amendments. It 
Is believed that the primary election 
law provides sufficiently for indepen- 
dent movements (taken with present 
law, which is not affected), 
but on 


this point there is curious interest 
The Oshltosh Nerthwestern, which is 
loyally supporting the bill, is frank 
to suggest that the plan of having tho 
platform made by the nominees does 
not strike it as promising good re- 
sults. 
The Wll might reasonably receive 


the support of all elective officehold- 
ers who think they are giving faith- 
ful service, for one caa see that at the 
primary efeetion the great mass of 
citizens who do not know one candi- 
date from another, and perhaps care 
less, -would be apt to mark the names 
on. the ballot of the incumbents, espe- 
cially if the local papers or other 
sources 
indicated that the officers 


were jiving good service. As to legis- 
lators and congressmen, for instance, 
Is -it not likely that the bulk of the 
electorate who do not follow politics 
closely, but believe in trained service. 
would vote 
for the 
continuance of 


those in office. 
To me the bill Is a menace to rota- 


tion in office, while at the same time 
the wav is made much easier than at 
the present time for public indignation 
or discontent with an official to reach 
him by the direct vote and deprive 
him of renotnlnation.

weigh 150 pounds. These factories are 
largely co-operative among the farm- 
ers and each factory has from 7u to 
ISO cows contributing their daily prod- 
uct. The cheese is shipped to New 
York and as far as the Pacific coast 
Some factories are wholly devoted to 
one kind, as Swiss or Umburser, and 
others shift their programme accord- 
ing to season and demand. 


The big thing in Monroe was the es- 


tablishing a year ago of one of .th« 
factories of the ' Anglo-Swiss Con- 
densed Milk company. This concern 
has plants in Dixon, Ills., in New York 
and Pennsylvania, in Switzerland and 
In other parts of the world—-s. dozen 
In all. Dixon farmers have been made 
rich by the market the condensed milk 
factory gives them. The Dixon plant 
makes tons.of caramels daily, whicii 
are shipped to Chicago. The company 
has Irs own veterinarians, inspect the 
herds of the farmers, and builds beau- 
tiful roads. 
Mr. Dodge has been thirty-five years 


in tbe retail lumber business at the 
same stand, and Thinks he must hold 
the state record. He tells me that a

brought over $100 on acre recently. 
Farm values within a year or two have 
risen sharply.

This inspection was followed 
up by field work at cajnp of a most 
practical kind, such as officers' patrols, 
attacks snd defenses of positSonR,- to 
accustom the men to actual conditions 
of warfare.

national guard ranked big'h. Among 
the troops st Chickamaur-i chosen by 
General Miles to go to Porto Rica the 
Second and Third Wisconsin were en- 
rolled.

TO SOLVE NAVAL CONTROVERSY. 
Senator Hale, chairman of the commit- 


tee on naval all'airs, today introduced a 
bill for the revival of tho grade of vice- 
admiral in the navy jind authorizing the 


president to appoint two rear-admirals 
to that oflice. The bill is in the inter- 
est of Admirals Sampson and Schley and 
is intended to aid in solving the prob- 
lem of their promotion, as well as the 
promotion of other officers who served 
with them in the Spanish war. 


Senator Halo also introduced the fol- 


lowing joint resolution of thanks to Ad- 
miral Sampson in accordance with the 
president's recent recommendation: 


'•That in accordance with the provis- 


ions of Section liiOS of the Revised Stat- 
utes, the thanks of the congress and 
American people are hereby tendered to 
liear-Admiral William T, Sampson, U. S. 
N., and commander-in-chicf of the Unit- 
ed State naval force on the North At- 
lantic station during the late Avar with 
Spain and to the officers and me,n under 
his command, for highly 
distinguished 


conduct in conflict with the enemy and 
in carrying on the blockade nnd naval 
campaigns on the Cuban coast resulting 
in the destruction of the Spanish fleet 
at Santiago de Cuba, July 3, 1S98. 


'•'Section II. That the president of 


the United States he requested to cause 
this resolution to be promulgated and 
to communicate the same to Rear-Ad- 
miral Sampson and to the oflicers and 
men of his late command/'

Bill Before Legislature 
May Bar 


Hundreds of School Warms. 


Racine, school teachers, as well as oth- 


ers in the smaller cities of Wisconsin, arc 
interested in the bill pending before the 
legislature, known as the Harvey bill, 
which it apepars forms now lines for 
the management of the public schools of 
the state, and tal'es away some of the 
powers and responsibilities of county su- 
perintendents. Some of the teachers are 
more or less excited about it. 


.It is claimed that if the bill becomes 


a law .from one-third to one-half of tho 
teachers employed in Wisconsin, out- 
side of the larger cities, will have to 
seek 
other 
employment. It 
is 
also 


claimed by the opponents of the measure 
that this ban will not only fall on tho 
poorer class of teachers, but that some 
of the ablest pedagogues in the state 
will be unable to maintain their posi- 
tions. 


The pending bill, while it does not do 


away with tho office of county superin- 
tendent, reduces the position to that of 
a clerical one..'y-^,vr the slate superin- 
tendent. Jt also" requires the teachers 
to be re-examined in all branches each 
time they apply foi n linense to teach. 


A gentleman way up in the legal pro- 


fession. v\ho has studied the bill, says: 
"1 have read the bill, but: not a.s careful- 
ly as I shall before appearing before 
the committee. From what I have read 
of the bill 1 am convinced that it is the 
same measure that was introduced two 
years ago. made over. That hill failed 
because public sentiment would :iot sup- 
port it. Tho present measure has the 
general object in view, but it does not 
go so far. The bill of two rears ago 
sought to abolish the oflice of county su- 
perintendent 
altogether. 
The pending 


measure does not seek to do this, but it. 
takes from the county superinl endent 
some of his most important powers. Jt 
provides that, the examination papers in 
the case of first, nnd second grade teach- 
ers shall be sent to 'Madison nnd mark- 
ed by the state .superintendent or his 
clerks there, instead of being passed up- 
on by the local superintendent and on 
this certificate he will be required to is- 
sue a, certificate accordingly. This will 
result so far ns this class of certificates 
is concerned in making the eountv su- 
perintendents tho clerks of the state su- 
porinten.lout's oflice. 
The bill also pro- 


vides that no person who is not tho hold- 
er of a first or second grade certificate 
or a state license shall be qualified to 
t each in a graded school. Were this to 
become, law in ninny planes from 0110- 
third to one-half the present teaching 
force would be thrown out of employ- 
ment and many of these are as good 
teachers as the schools now have. 


".Another feature of the bill which is 


objectionable to teachers is that it re- 
qtiiro.s re-e.vnmiiifiJion in 
all 
branches 


each time a teacher applies for a license, 
whether touching iho.se subjects or not. 
Heretofore the standing in former ex- 
aminations have been received, especial- 
ly in those subjects the applicants is not 
called upon to (each. This will throw 
an unnecessary burden 
upon 
teachers 


and prevent them ns some think, from 
advancing along tho line in which thcv 
are working, '['he whole 
tendency of 


the bill is toward centralixation of power. 
The ideal of those who framed the meas- 
ure seems to have boon the schools of 
Germany and France ami not of Ameri- 
ca. 
Instead of raising the qualifications 


of the'superintendents, 
this 
bill 
will 


have a tendency to lower it, and self- 
respecting educators will lie reluctant to 
accept the nflice with its powers nnd re- 
sponsibilities reduced 
as this bill 
re- 


duces them." 


PRIMARY ELECTION LAW 


AS VIEWED IN RACINE 


R M. Boyd Thinks There Is No Necessity For It—C C, 


Gittings Favors Measure—Dr. Garlock Says It Will 


Complicate Matters—Other 


Interviews with several more Racine 


citizens on the proposed primary ele.c- 
tiot> law have brought out opinions, en- 
titled to consideration. The following 
gentlemen are quoted: 


C. C. Gittings—The primary election 


law now pending before the legislature 
of Wisconsin ought to pass in substan- 
tially its present 
form. The Republi- 


can party, at the last state convention 
pledged itself to adopt sijcli a measure, 
if the. party was placed in power, and 
all through the campaign wo promised 
to redeem this pledge. 


I believe that under its provisions a 


great many of the evils of the present 
system will be cured, and the self-ap- 
pointed political '"bosis" will be relegated 
to the rear, and every member of the 
party will have an equal voice in the se- 
lection of the candidates of the party. 


All agree that the present system of 


caucuses and conventions is not a good 
one, and the primary elect,ion will, in my 
opinion, be as much of an improvement 
over the old method, as the. Australian 
ballot was over the old voting system. 


R. M. Boyd—"T have no use whatever 


for the proponed primary election law. 
It is too complicated, cumbersome and 
ambiguous; since it is proposed to send 
a copy of it to each precinct, a Philadel- 
puia lawyer should be detailed to ex- 
plain its provisions—Section 1 is in con- 
flict with Section 20, Section 20 is in 
conflict with the intent and spirit of the 
bill. 
Jf challenged, Section 10 deprives 


the independent voter of his rights. It 
is drawn in the interest of the profcs,- 
sional political wire-puller, 
[f a good 


thing, why except the township and ju- 
dicial candidates, also the candidates for 
presidential electors? 


There is no necessity for this law. If 


a change is to be made I believe Of) out 
of 100 would prefer to go back to the 
old school house, caucus where everyone 
present had a chance to be. heard. 


This reform measure should have been 


included in the job Jot that were traded 
oil' when a deal was niude for a nomina- 
tion-" 


Henry J. Herzog, of Mt. Pleasant— 


Some provisions of the huv are loo com- 
plex and confusing, in fuel;, there is hard- 
ly the essence of the reform, so talked 
of. The 
section which 
gives 
county 


chairmen the, right to nominate by bal- 
lot the presidential electors is all wrong 
and a denial of liberty of choice to the 
voters. 


Dr. Garlock—You ask me how I like 


the primary election law? I am of the 
opinion that it is not needed. It will 
complicate matters and not accomplish 
the end sought. Citizens will not turn 
out to primary meetings any better than 
heretofore, and that alone will defeat its 
object. I do not understand how it is 
to take matters out of the hands of the 
politicians. Those 
known as 
"ward- 


heelers" will adapt themselves to the 
new condition of things political, and the 
cost of an election will be greater to a 
successful candidate than ^heretofore. It 
will not help a "poor man" who wishes 
to run for an office. He must announce 
himself as a candidate and then the most 
influential man, the ono who will spend 
his money freely will be nominated, 
I 


think it will lead to more a.nd greater 
corruption of the ballot box than lias 
been heretofore. We do not need it 
naw, 


Clarence Snyder—"I believe the bill 


before the legislature, providing for a 
change in present methods of selecting 
candidates, should be passed. • It can- 
not do any possible harm to try the 
experiment. 
Surely it is to the interest 


of. the state to have the fairest election 
possible." 


George E, Smith—"I think is is an A 


No. 1 thing, and that the. fact was plain- 
ly demonstrated in La Follette's hand- 
some majority of over 50,000 votes." 


Louis E. Klein—"I have not read the. 


law and am not in a position to say very 
much about it. However, from what I 
have ascertained, it appears to be a 
good thing and superior to the present 
way." • 


Attorney A. J. Lunt—Any law which 


may be passed by this legislature look- 
ing to an improvement of the present 
system of primary elections will be a 
step in the direction of clean politics. 
There ought to be some system devised 
by which the vicious party convention 
can be eliminated from politics alto- 
gether, it is the hand maiden of bossism 
and the cesspool of political depravity. 
The convention never did, nor never will 
represent the voice of the people. 


As an argument against the proposed 


bill before the legislature, it was sug- 
gested by one of our most public spirit- 
ed citizens that a good man would not 
voluntarily come before the people as a 
candidate for public ofliee, and that tho 
oflice would no longer seek the man: 
doubtless there may be many such men, 
yet there are many more who having a 
deep interest in the welfare of their city 
would waive personal considerations and 
offer themselves as candidates for the 
purpose of correcting 
municipal evils 


and mismanagement of public business, 
moreover under the proposed law a long 
suffering public would have an oppor- 
tunity at last to take a whack at some 
of the men who have long regarded the 
curb, the gutter, the street intersection 
and the street itself as their own indi- 
vi.dual property. 


John Dixon—"There arc some parts of 


the law I rather favor: that is, the prin- 
ciple of the thing. It seems to be a 
complicated atTa.ir nnd from what little 
I know about, it, it is impossible for me 
to give an intelligent opinion at 
this 


time."

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Delegate 


Wileox of Hawaii, today scored a dis- 
tinct triumph in securing a unanimous 
vote of the house committee on elections 
No. 1, confirming his right to a seat in 
the house of representatives and holding 
that the charges filed against him were 
not sufficient to warrant his removal. 


Chairman Taylor was nuthori/.ed to 


make the report to tlmt ofl'r-ct which will 
be submitted in about a week. 


After the meeting Mr. Taylor explain- 


ed the general considerations which had 
influenced the decision of the committee-. 
The case was not considered so much in 
its technical aspects but rather on. broad

sessions being taken info consideration. 


As a delegate from a new territory, it 


was not felt that Wileox should be. met 
•with the f-arno strict construction 
re- 


quired in sustaining the right of a rep- 
resentative in congress to his scat, as 
the delegate has only limited powers and 
is little more than an agent. As to the 
charges of treason,, the letters placed in 
evidence were written prior to organic 
act making Hawaii a. territory nnd there 
was no disposition to go into these prior 
issues. Whatever may have boon the 
technical irregularity 
of the election, 


there was the saving fact that a perfect 
machinery of election was established, 
a ballot-box was regularly 
provided. 


practically everyone participated in the 
voting and the will of the people was 
expressed. 


"And on broad political grounds," said 


Mr. Taylor, ':we felt that the people of 
these insular possessions should under- 
stand that they were not to be met by 
mere technical objections which would 
deprive them of represent; Hon.."

The position as.Mimed

McKinley upon '(he Cuban >;'j.e.stion can 
not but be aecjuiesecnce-d iu by all citi- 
zens who have taken the trouble to look 
into the situation a.s it might present 
it.-ielf with Cubit a.s an independent na- 
tion, and the relation between it.self and 
this country nude-lined. Whatever those 
may say pointing to the celebrated Tel- 
ler resolutions, that \ve are, not fulfilling 
our proniiso if we in.-ist that Cuba give 
assurance it. will not involve us in cruar- 
reta with outside nations on its account, 
that we .shall not ask its constitution 
clearly 
define, "what relations the two 


republic.-* shall .stand towards each other, 
because such is not, keeping our promise 
that Cuba shall be free and independent, 
the reply .cat) bo honestly mads; that, 
while ifc is of course no answer to say 
the. Teller resolution ought never 
to 


have been passed, yet ihe United States 
in insisting that Cuba, give some assur- 
ance it will not be involving us in for- 
eign troubles: that the relations es- 
tablished by the. Paris treaty be faith- 
fully carried out. is not asking the least 
unreasonable guarantee from the Cuban 
republic. 


The Monroe doctrine is yef. in force. 


With Cuba, a republic and independent, 
the United States having delivered it 
from Spanish power, it would be non- 
sense to assume- this country is not en- 
titled to every 
reasonable 
guarantee 


through the constitution of Cuba that 
it shall not be required to be responsi- 
ble for what it has received no authori- 
ty to avoid. Without some assurance 
Cuba could run amuck -with ihe world. 
Jt could play all sorts of (.rick* will; 
foreign powers, and certainly 
without 


some hold, this country would be 
be- 


yond all question held responsible for 
the course of Cuba. Let Cuba, have her 
government. 
-Xo one cares Jo interfere. 


But this government can and should pro- 
vide for t h e contingencies sure to arise 
later on unless fully guarded against. 
Whether or no the Cubans assent, the 
world will hold the United Stales respon- 
sible for Cuba. Therefore thai we may 
not be involved in trouble from lime to 
time, we should have some control at 
least, over its attitude and its course to- 
wards foreign countries. 


This position of the. president is en- 


dorsed by prudent and conservative peo- 
ple. 
"It is also endorsed by the conser- 


vative press, entirely regardless of the 
party, for most certainly 
this 
Cuban 


matter is no party matter iu ihe least. 


Tho Chicago I'ccord has taken occa- 


sion to discuss this pha,«e of the Cuban 
situation and says it has "already point- 
ed out. t h a t the failure of 
the 
Cuban 


constitution to define the relations in 
future between this republic and the 
United States obliges this country in 
self defense, to ask 
for 
amendments, 


•which at least will give this country 
some .status ao supervisor of the island's 
international 
relations/' 
This paper 


goes on to say: 


••President McKinlc-y has now drawn 


up a statement of the stipulations which 
lie believes Cuba should approve before 
assuming its independence. These stip- 
ulations give ihe United States the right 
to intervene in the adjustment of cer- 
tain matters relating t.o the permanent 
maintenance of the island government 
and the negotiation of foreign treaties, 
both commercial arid political. One of 
the clauses also provides that the United 
States is to be permitted to 
maintain 


at least two eoa.ling and 
nn\al 
bases 


in convenient harbors. Whether or not, 
the terms as formulated by the presi- 
dent are somewhat broader and 
more 


vague than need be, the demands which 
the Cubans are thus asked to meet are 
iu essence just and proper. This govern- 
ment does not men to brea.k its promise 
of Cuban independence, in a single re- 
gard or to 
infringe 
a 
particle 
upon 


Cuba's essential right to real liberty 
and complete, control of its own affairs. 
But it is 
obvious 
that 
the 
'United 


States cannot, be expected to grunt to 
any people, occupying the position and 
relation of the Cubans the privilege of 
contracting 
foreign 
relations 
which 


might, endanger our supremacy in the 
Carribcan sea. and would surely subject 
ns to the constant menace of foreign en- 
tanglements. 


"The terms which President lUcKinley 


has framed are to be submitted to con- 
gress in the form of a resolution, and 
that body is to be a-skcd to passed upon 
the 
matter 
at, tlu; present session. 


There can be little question as to tho 
dutv of congress in this matter. How- 
ever it may modify incidental features 
of the president's plan, it should stand 


. to hold u£ his tamls. as regards 


the chief "point at issue. This is no par- 
ly question. It is a matter of national 
welfare and safety as against future pos- 
sible aggressions not from Cuba alone, 
but from other and truly formidable 
powers. 
The president asks for a rea- 


sonable measure of protection of nation- 
al interests, and it is a.s such that hi- 
proposal should be considered and acted 
upon with disinterested patriotism by 
the members of congress." 


THE JiEFOll.lI .ELECTION BILL,. 
The criticism being visited upon 
all 


those who have honestly accepted the 
primary reform bill with, however, erit- 
cisnis of some of its provisions and com- 
plaints of entirely too much machinery, 
by the charge that they are federal of- 
fice holders and that the opposition to 
primary and convention reform is com- 
ing from some mysterious Washington 
source, and the honored names of Sen- 
ators Bpooner and Qua lies bandied about, 
has seriously damaged the 
measure. 


Republicans who took any 
notice of 


things and events of the last campaign 
are not to be blufl'ed by any such talk 
and the sooner it ceases and the movers 
of the bill take a, tumble and recognize 
the eunihersoincness of the bill, the pro- 
visions for intricate machinery, the stifl- 
ing of the will of the people by giving 
the candidates alone the making of the 
platform, that other provision, 
section 


20. by which the county chairmen alone 
appoint or choose by ballot among them- 
selves the electors upon the presidential 
liekets.. the better will bo the chance of 
the measure becoming law. 


Men are going to reason about this re- 


form. The reform is wanted and desir- 
ed, but the bill in its present state does 
not deserve to become' a law. There are 
a number of things that need correcting 
and amendment. The 
bill 
does 
not 


recognize ihe independent voter as 
it 


should, and no voter with a sense of 
honesty can swear as the bill requires 
when he votes at a. primary, that is if 
called upon, that he will vote the regu- 
lar parly ticket in the corning election. 
Why should he so swear? 
.If for any 


legitimate reason of the voter lie decid- 
ed to erase a name upon his ticket, his 
oath will prevent. The candidate'.-! feat- 
ure is adapted to ihe formation of ma- 
chines and the work is made hard for 
the didident candidate, that is would be, 
and the, people by the complexity of the 
whole thing, be compelled to acquiesce in 
witnessing new political machines form- 
ed along side wlfu-h the old ones were 
indeed immature affairs. 


Are T'cpnblk-ans who want and arc de- 


manding the real essence of the last Re- 
publican plaiform be carried nut, to be 
snubbed and turned down by the charge 
that federal otHce holders are manipulat- 
ing this thing? What 
nonsense, 
c..nt\ 


what injustice. 
Ts it a cover to drown 


honest objections, and are the men who 
intelligently and honestly are asking for 
a. correcting of defects to be regarded as 
par'y traitors'; Well, not much, it is 
must assuredly not party (reason to dif- 
fer in' this matter, even to the extent 
of opposing ihe measure altogether. 


Now people want primary and convcn- 


lion reform. 
The question is. will the 


legislature give them a law that meets 
hone-i'tly the ca--e? 


Ts it the honest idea of the framers 


of the bill that county chairmen, for in- 
stance, should select the national elect- 
or.-;, and that candidates should make the 
plat forms? 
If this refmiu was not the 


idea to have as little machinery as pos- 
sible, and to permit the very largest 
measure of liberty to the voters,, was it 
not to get rid of machinery, and to 
make it very easy for anyone who de- 
sired to become a candidate and cn/inllv 
easy for the people to vote for whom 
(liey so minded? Why, t h e machinery 
provided further along in the bill to- 
ward election day time, 
(ho 
different 


things and oti the different days for t h o 
different committees lo do, will eerlain- 
ly require a sitting board of attorneys 
to keep the oflicials straight as well as 
the people. Who can pretend to fully 
i:nder.--tanil this measure as it is, anv- 
way? 
If they do succeed in mastering

Tho Michigan Supremo court aflirms 


the principle that franchises can be tax- 
ed as is other property. That this has 
been somewhat influenced by corpora- 
tions themselves in placing a grea-t value, 
upon their franchises, which cost them 
nothing, is most likely true- The court 
says, during its decision: 


".Any number of street railway com- 


panies might bo organized under 
the 


statute, and they would have the right 
to exist as lawfully constituted corpora- 
tions, with the corporate capacity to 
build and operate street railways any- 
where in the state. But the right to 
build would have to be acquired. Un- 
til such a corporation should be able 
to obtain an casement in some highway, 
which ihe statute does not. of it.self ef- 
fectuate, i f s privileges would he. of little, 
ii any, value. But when it should have 
acquired possession of an easement in a 
designated highway for the purposes of 
a .street railway, und constructed and 
in operation thereon, the casement and 
railroad would constitute property," 


People fighting the pole •nuisance will 


here notice, the word "easement." 
The 


mere charter or ordinance giving them 
no sudi rights to build lines until they 
have obtained possession of that where- 
•'upon to erect, their lines, But to pro- 
ceed.

St. Louis 


increased her taxation of public cor- 
porations from $7,394,oOl to $17,(i8S,8f>!) 
under the general liability law of 
all 


property. The Ford law in New York 
has planed many more millions on the 
tavx duplicates. In the state the 
in- 


crease was from $96,001,002 to $200,103,- 


059; that is, made by assessors, and the 
increase in Greater New York was from 
$76,221,025 to $210,079,351. In Michigan 
the work was commenced last year up- 
on orders from the Michigan tax com- 
mission and one corporation, the Citi- 
zens' Street Railway line 
of Detroit 


raised from $l,aOO.o"oO to $12,000,000. 


Comments are being made by the large 


city papers, the Times-Herald of Chi- 
cago saying, on the decision in Mich- 
igan: 


'•'The idea is that before the franchise 


becomes taxable it must become asso- 
ciated with tangible property, and fur- 
thermore, apparently, that there must 
be also construction a-nd operation under 
its terms. c * * But, 
however this 


may be, there can be no doubt about the 
relative value of the tangible and in- 
tangible in every ca.se where they 
are 


brought together, and there is a large 
and growing community to feed upon. 
It is the intangible which constitutes the 
gib property, and a tax should be levied 
upon it whether separately or in com- 
bination." 


The Tribune of Chicago, says: 
"Whether or not the change shall be 


brought about under existing laws, it i.s 
just that such franchise values in this 
city should be made to yield their reas- 
onable portion of the public revenues in 
the near future. That they 
will 
be 


made to do so is inevitable." 


MAIMTAI.N A KREE PRESS. 


Whenever the rights of a free press 


in this country are infringed upon by 
whatever power or administration, that 
moment sounds the first death knell of 
a republic. During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and during the insurrection in 
the Philippines, this idea has been car- 
ried rather too far in the press censor- 
ship, and there are many who believe 
the out growth of the so-called anti-im- 
perialism is due as much to this as any- 
thing else. .But little good was accom- 
plished by officialism rampant, 
but 
ji 


great deal of harm, for it is obvious in 
the maintenance, of the press censorship 
by the Philippine generals, the censor- 
ship was carried to an extent that for- 
bid much reason was being exercised 
in the matter. When, as sometimes was 
the case, the commonest matter of news 
could not be passed over the wires, oven 
the death roll, until it suited the pleas- 
ure, of the press censorisfs, it is easy 
to see how anti-imperialism grew in this 
country. 


A free press is absolutely necessary to 


the republic, but it is undoubtedly so 
that ollicialism would like much to cur- 
tail the rights of the press, in order that 
they remain uncriticised and their course 
in public life, and their transaction of 
the. public business go unnoticed. The 
moment American officialism 
succeeds 


in any waywise whatever, infringing1 up- 
on the just rights" of a free press, that 
ino?7icut ushers in the begmniTif.' of the 
march of the man on 
horseback into 


Washington. The press are responsible 
for their remarks upon public men, as 
they are upon men in private life to the 
courts for any libelous utterances, and 
this feature is beyond question correct. 
The, nation demands and insists upon 
an untranuneled press discussing 
and 


treating all public matters with perfect 
freedom and holding every ofiioial to a 
sense of his responMbilily. but here it 
ends., for when private character is at- 
tacked without warrant or reason, then 
the press may and should be, held re- 
sponsible. 


There has been many occasions where 


the value of publicity has been of the 
greatest benetit to the country, 
and 


while it, is frtic, public officials may have 
been grieved at the very general out- 
burst of facts and appropriate criticisms. 
the nation rejoiced. The American peo- 
ple cherish and protect, the. freedom of 
their press with the greatest care. Tho 
first dawning* of attempts to infringe 
upon this liberty whether in the. guise 
of a pretended postal reform, as 1ms been 
attempted previously twice in congress 
or otherwise, unless at once, re-.enled and 
terminated, most assuredly 
ushers 
in 


the era of the man on horseback and 
the death of the American republic. 


ox oru MOW POSSESSIONS. 


Whitelaw Reid grows more conserva- 


tive, or lest it be called the grand im- 
mortality of Abraham Lincoln watching 
over his countrymen. That his birth- 
day was to be appropriately celebrated 
in many cities was without doubt, and 
that the words of 
eloquent 
speakers 


would be attuned to the occasion neither 
was there any doubt. There, fore it was 
that all orators spoke most appropriate- 
ly and foelingly of the position their 
country had gained during the memor- 
able years since the war of the rebellion. 


As to Cuba, Mr. Reid said those words 


that some way, despite all party feeling, 
for how can there be in the shadow 
of momentous events, that it was not 
one of our new possessions, yet our re- 
sponsibilities are embedded in solemn 
declarations by almost every administra- 
tion since the days of Madison, lit- well 
says there is no eagerness on our part 
to annex Cuba, rather a dread prevails

Some think them a future C.ole.onda, 
others a hopeless sink for treasure and 
'life and a fruitful source of iuteriuUion- 


aA trouble. Grant either opinion. Neith- 
er has the slightest effect upon the pres- 
ent situation. The one thing on which 
intelligent and conscientious 
disagree- 


ment is impossible is the duty of the 
United States to bear the responsibility 
of its own acts. 


"Count the cost and clanger of 
our 


present position as enormous as you 
please, it will all be cheap to us still 
and fortunate if only to teach us hence- 
forth to distrust the swash-buckler and 
the tail-twister in international politics, 
to avoid meddling in other people's af- 
fairs and becoming heated partisans on 
either side in other people's quarrels; 
cheap if it teaches us the deliberation 
that should precede hostile action, the 
consideration for others; 
the 
dignity 


and moderation that are becoming 
to 


greatness; above all, cheap if it teach 
us the unknown perils we face, the my- 
riad evils we invite, .whenever we fling 
open tlie gates of war."

TA'SISIAXY. 


Tammany is to 
be kept in 
curb 


through the virtue of a state law giving 
the people of Greater New York a po- 
lice measure that provides for a single 
police commissioner with the most am- 
ple powers. Under the new dispensa- 
tion it is contemplated that very mftny 
of the abuses existing under the police 
of Tammany will be eradicated and de- 
prived of police protection and the worst 
of the evil resorts of the city will be 
very generally wiped out. It would, of 
course, ho hopeless for the best police 
force in the world assisted by the most 
pure of chiefs of police and police com- 
missioners, to close up all places that 
might be classed as crime places under 
the opinion of some excellent people. 


It has been claimed for the present 


poliefe force and officials under control 
of Tammany, that they were not respon- 
sible for all the vice existing, nor for all 
the defaulters and swindlers and rascals 
generally coming to that great city, and 
that neither were it responsible for the 
lewd exhibitions on the stage of the 
present day, and its immoral tendencies. 
Aa this same exponent 
of Tammany 


said: "You have tried to destroy the 
morals of .the force by delegating to so- 
cieties and 
associations 
its 
powers. 


There is the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, the Society for 
the Prevention of Vice, the Society for 
the. Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime. 
All want credit for a little bit of work 
they nv.iy do without help from the po- 
lice"; all "want to hold the police respon- 
sible if they fail in any undertaking." 


There may be naturally some truth in 


this defense .but nevertheless, the police 
force under the control of Tammany as 
the most natural thing in the world co- 
operated with the justices and municipal 
machinery of the city government undor 
Tammany, with the result the leaders of 
the 
Tammany 
organization 
arc im- 


mensely rich men, and the cohorts of 
Tammany of evil, foul flavor, are meas- 
urably p'rotoctod by the police. Those 
standins in favor never lack for protec- 
tion from the authorities, and crimn- 
infestod resorts were by common repute 
under a system of police protection. 


It is as'well that the state remove all 


suspicion of political control. 


THE FRANCHISE 


The franchise bill of John W. Owen 


upon which no action has yet been taken 
merits much more serious attention in 
its behalf than some members seem to 
attach to it. This bill has been intro- 
duced in good faith and with the. full be- 
lief such nn amendment was necessary 
in the interests of the people. 


Objections were raised before the com- 


mittee, that cities could under this in- 
crease 
burden of public 
corporations, 


that the real purpose was to fix rates, 
that with such an amendment the move- 
ment looked to municipal ownership and 
that the bill was socialistic- It was to 
bo expected opposition would ensue and 
that some such objection would be rais- 
ed, but cit.ix.ens generally recogni/.o the 
fact that public corporations do not al- 
ways live up to the letter of their char- 
ters, and fully comprehend that; at times 
repugnant, orders and requirements from 
corporations which may not be exeecd- 
jn" a strict construction of their char- 
ters, yet opposes the spirit of the in- 
strument. 


The remedy lies at hand. It li»s in 


just such a bill as is the Owen bill. It 
is all true as Mr. Owen says municipali- 
ties should have power through which 
they could cope with corporations; it is 
true as he says the regulation of rates 
was one of the things of the greatest im- 
portance to the community. Mr, Owen 
does not pretend by his bill to prescribe 
just what a corporation shall charge, 
he does, however, state and asserts rates 
should bo regulated. 


It is alleged by one of the speakers 


against the bill that cities cannot break 
a° contract with a. street railway com- 
pany any more than a street railway 
company can break one with a city. Now 
a-s to this, have not street railway com- 
panies before in fact, not always ob- 
served the terms of their contract. Have 
not cities observed that their creations, 
the corporations, have failed to live up 
to city ordinances that created them? 


Mr.' Owen's bill is on the right lines 


and it should become law. With it cit- 
ies may possess something with which 
they may cope, to much better advan- 
tage with their own creations which en- 
joy special privileges,

line, 


would have voted for McKinley. It was 
openly stated that southerners of in- 
fluence had said they intended to vote 
for Bryan, but they were relying upon 
the north to defeat Kim. Now ifc would 
seem clear enough that this predominant 
idea, in every southern state would pre- 
vail even with a white man's Republican 
party. It does seeru that this movement 
was hardly consistent with the great 
vital forces which originated the Re- 
publican party and which keep it in life, 
and that such an organization discard- 
ing the essential principles which give it 
life, the principles of the civil rights of 
all men before the law, would but make 
a sort of mongrel mugwuinpisna in the 
southern states. 


It is almost safe to say that the votes 


of southern -Democrats would not 
be 


found in the white man's Republican 
party. It; would be a party by itself 
and of itself, and putting in the claim 
at Washington that it was the direct 
heir of the southern Republican party 
and therefore entitled to all the party 
patronage. 


When the great Republican party was 


founded, nearly fifty years ago, there 
was then no whisper of it being a white 
man's party; upon the 
contrary 
its 


strongest provision was the insistence 
of the rights of mn.n, and its strongest 
condemnation the hitherto almost unre- 
stricted progress of the southerners to- 
wards controlling the nation and spreiid- 
ing the institution of slavery throughout 
the broad breezy western land of free- 
dom. 


The, White Man's Republican party of 


the south can wait. It had be better 
strangled in its infancy.

Mr. John W. Owen has been before the 
committee on cities to which it was re- 
ferred and naturally was combatted by 
those whom it might naturally affect. 
Mr. Owen only seeks to restrain, to pro- 
tect—not to harass or take unjustifiably. 
Corporations have been known to get 
out of their jurisdiction, to call it th/i-t, 
and cities have no remedy. True one of 
the opposing speakers says citjes may 
revoke. But for the fractures, the fail- 
ures of corporations to live, up to their 
agreements, cities don't revoke- 


But with such a measure permitting 


cities to restucly, if you please, the fran- 
chises of corporations, a remedy would 
be at hand to be corrected in all cases 
with moderation, with justice and all 
fair mindedness. This bill of Mr. Owens 
ought to become a law.

THE FADS IN THE 


CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 


Conscientious end 
Hard 
Worked 


Teachers—Fads Too Much For 


Teachers and Pupils. 


Subteri'iigre Keaortcil to That the Scholars 


Might J-earii to Spell Properly— 


Physical Breakdown. 


The Chicago Inter Ocean has been do- 


ing a good work of late 'n ventilating 
the fad-ridden public schools of Chica- 
go. In addition to its own articles a 
number of communications from teach- 
ers and scholars have 
been printed 


which has served to illustrate to the 
public how the scholars are loaded down 
beyond their strength either to absorb 
or to withstand. That the strain is 
equally severe upon the conscientious 
teachers is not to be doubted and that 
they are perfectly aware of the follies 
committed, iu the abused name of edu- 
cation goes without saying. The follow- 
ing communication is published in a 
late issue of the Inter Ocean: 


To the Editor:—Your articles on the 


subject of fads in the public schools are 
being read and commented on by the 
teachers of this city with much inter- 
est. 
Hundreds of us agree with all you 


have said, but we would have you know 
that common sense is not 
absolutely 


lacking among teachers. It is not gen- 
erally known that teachers have no more 
voice in what they shall or shall not do 
than a private soldier in the army, yet 
it is none the. less true. They receive 
their orders from headquarters, and are 
expected to obey them.All the criticism 
you are directing toward the schools is 
deserved, yet you would do no more 
than just if you emphasized the fact 
that teachers are, as a rule, unwilling 
agents where fadism is concerned. 


The first year I taught I blindly fol- 


lowed the methods used at the training 
school, in which the word "drill" is en- 
tirely omitted. 
I tried 
with 
all my 


might to give all the studies all the time 
and attention required in the course of 
study. From morning till night I jump- 
ed from 
one study to 
another 
with 


breathless haste, in vain endeavor to get 
it all in. The ground must be covered, 
and, in my experience, I was amazed to 
find at the end of the term that the poor 
children had a vague idea concerning 
this and that, but had really learned 
nothing. Until then I had been too busy 
to find it out. 


From that time on I adopted a differ- 


ent method. 
In themselves, some of the 


so-called fads seemed to me to be very 
good things, but it was an impossibility 
to tench the required amount of draw- 
ing, music, physical culture, .and various 
other things, even in the time allotted 
in the course of study. 
Therefore, I 


gave them up in disgust, and whenever 
possible gave the time to other things 
which, in my estimation, were more im- 
portant- 
Mathematics, 
reading, lan- 


guage, and spelling seemed necessary, as 
my own experience had proved them to 
be most valuable, The superintendent 
of the district in which T taught did not 
believe in the study of spelling as a sep- 
arate study. The pupils must absorb 
that while learning other things. 


My pupils were living rebukes to the 


absorption theory, as they spelled atro- 
ciously. Therefore, I determined they 
should learn to spell in the good old- 
fashioned way. To do this without get- 
ting caught, I resorted to subterfuge. 
As it happened, I had a large map, hung 
above the blackboard, which could be 
pulled down like a window shade, or 
pushed up, to suit one's pleasure. Un- 
der this map the spelling lessons were 
written, and hastily covered when the 
superintendent 
entered 
the 
building. 


.Since that event was known all over 
the building within a few moments of 
his arrival, this was an easy matter. 
The result proved that my deception was 
justifiable, since nil studies which re- 
quired rending soon showed ihe result 
of positive knowledge in spelling. 


To bo sure I quaked in my shoes when 


the time came for a visit from one of 
tho special teachers. But there was not 
time to do justice to everything, and 
rather than 
teach 
a little of many 


things I preferred to teach more of feu- 
things. Jt must be understood, 
how- 


ever, that my course would have been 
impossible in a building where the prin- 
cipal concerned himself much with tho 
so-called fads. 


There is scarcely a grade in the city 


schools where the text books are all that 
could be desired. I know an eighth- 
grade teacher who has made an English 
history for herself in order to be able 
to teach 
it, although 
it necessitates 


much writing on the blackboard. I know 
several •\vlio have almost made over the 
geography, while I was obliged to col- 
laborate with 
another teacher who 


taught the same grade as mine, in mak- 
ing a collection of hundreds of prob- 
lems leading up to the work: in arithme- 
tic. 
Otherwise the children would have 


found the work in the book incompre- 
hensible. 


In many instances Chicago teachers 


are possessed by feelings of resentment. 
Little praise and much blame has been 
their portion. As a body, they recog- 
nize that the schools are for the benefit 
of the children, but they feel that what- 
ever benefits the teacher directly bene- 
fits the children—a fact which seems to 
have been quite lost sight of. If a teach- 
er comes to her work distracted by the 
increasing number 
of 
studies 
which 


claim her attention, or the cutting or 
postponement of her salary, it is scarce- 
ly to be wondered at when she does not 
do her best work-

of King Edward and his imperial nephew. 
English court rumor gives Empress Fred- 
erick but a short lease of life, and King 
Edward will no more allow his duties to 
interfere with his desire to be at her 
bedside than did Emperor William con- 
sider the Berlin celebrations when he 
went in haste to Osborne- Thus, once 
more, the two rulers who are riveting the 
attention of the world may be brought 
together under circumstances in which 
human 
emotions have tho strongest 


place. That, apart from its sad domestic 
cause, is bound to hove an important 
moral effect, both in Great Britain and 
Germany and the rest of the world. The 
feeling of Germany on the subject of 
Emperor William's pro-English tenden- 
cies, known throughout 
the 
world, 


thanks to the antagonistic comments of 
portions of the press, finds its counter- 
part in England, though it is not so 
fully developed or freely expressed.

TO REIGN OR RULE. ~:~'= 


The recent kingly functions, with all 


the outward signs of power, have made 
Great Britain realize for the first time 
in many years that it i.s still a country 
under a monarchy. Indeed, several pa- 
pers are urging the King to exert pres- 
sure on the ministers to eradicate the 
abuses in the army and push the war i;n 
South Africa. Many persons are serious.- 
ly pondering on whether King Edward 
is going to rule or reign. There is all 
confidence in his tact and common sense. 
But, the sudden restoration of monarch- 
ical splendor and power and the keen 
sympathy between the German Emperor 
and King Edward make many loyal sub- 
jects anxious about the future. The 
first sign of this is the suggestion of an 
increase of the King's income. Mr. Hen- 
ry Labouchere and many others have no 
hesitation in openly opposing it. Refer- 
ence is frequently made to the small in- 
comes of the president of the United 
States and France. Ihere is little doubt 
that parliament will grant larger sup- 
•plics: but this action will not serve to 
reconcile the country to its new .condi- 
tion. "The English 
people," bluntly 


says this week's Today, "would not tol- 
erate a king who sought to rule as well 
as reign.'' To those who have only rend 
the King's utterances and hnve not seen 
the recent functions, the cause for any 
such remark is hidden. The functions 
attending the new reign have been so 
spectacular that the quaint rights of the 
people handed down from Commonwealth 
times escape notice. Before members of 
tho. house of commons were called to the 
house of lords, Thursday, the clerk of 
the, house mumbled a bill for the better 
preventing 
of r-ertnin clandestine out- 


lawries. This bill was invariably read 
for hundreds of years before a king's 
speech was heard, in order to assert the 
right of both houses to transact business 
without reference to any authority but 
its own organization.

Sir 
Francis'is the son of the King's former 
tutor. They were playfellows together.'

FALLS FROM TRAIN 


GOJNG 40 MILES AN HOUR 


Head Cut Open nnd Face and Body Injured 


—Struck in! a Snow Bank—Union Grove 


Boys Sair the Accident—Did .Not 


Notify Train Crew. 


Thomas Hemming, of Delavan, Wis., 


performed the remarkable feat of walk- 
ing off a passenger train running at the 
rate of forty miles an hour and came 
out alive, last night. 


Mr. Flemming boarded the Chicago, 


Milwaukee & St. Faul east oound passen- 
ger train, clue at Union Grove at 7:30 
last night, for- the purpose of going to 
Milwaukee. When 
Kansasvilto 
was 


reached. Flemming went out and stood 
on the platform. Three Union Grove 
boys, Blackburn, Nifen 
and Meredith, 


boarded the train and stood 'with Flem- 
ming. 


Half a mile east of Kansasville, and 


when the train was going forty miles an 
hour, a gust of wind blew his hat off. 
Not being in a state of stead mind Flem- 
ming started after^ it and oft' the train 
he went. 


The Union Grove lads saw him go, but 


for some reason failed to notify Conduc- 
tor Pat Joyce and others of the train 
crew. They got off at the Grove and 
the train came on cnst, no one on board 
knowing that a man luul walked off. 


The boys told the story at the Grove 


and a number of citizens organized and 
went to tho place where the man walk- 
ed off. They found where he had struck 
in a snow bank about a foot deep and 
ploughed it along for ten feet, but the 
body of tho man, which they expected to 
discover, was not there and no trace of 
tho man obtained. 
: 


The party walkeil on to Kansasville 


and there they fminU Flemming and he 
was a sorry looking sight. His head was 
cut open; both eye.? swelled shut; face 
bruised and body sore and he was cover- 
ed with blood. 


Flemming said that after he went off 


the train he struck 
on his head and 


shoulders and 
was unconscious for a 


short time, when ho came to, struggled 
to his fept and discovered that he was 
considerably hurt, but no bones broken. 
There being no farm house near he walk- 
ed back to Knnsasville. He was washed 
up nnd then walked to the Grove with 
the crowd and Dr. Lester dressed his in- 
juries and he went to bed. This morn- 
ing he. went back to Delavan and re- 
sembled a man having passed through a 
threshing machine. 


All that saved the man from being 


killed was the fact that he struck in the 
snow bank.

is mourning the irreparable loss we have 
so recently sustained, and which 
hna 


fallen with peculiar severity on myself. 
My beloved mother, during her long and 
glorious reign has set an example before 
the world of what a monarch should bo. 
It is my.earnest desire to walk in her 
footsteps. 


"Amid this public and private grief, 


it is satisfactory to me to be able to as- 
sure you that my relations with the oth- 
er powers continue friendly. 


'•'The war in South Africa is not yet 


entirely terminated, but tho capitals of 
tlie enemy and his principal lines 
of 


communication arc in my possession and 
measures have been taken which will, I 
trust, enable my troops to deal effectual- 
ly with the forces by which they 
are 


still opposed. 


'•I greatly regret tho loss of life and 


expenditure of treasure due to the. fruit- 
loss guerrilla warfare 
maintained by 


Boer partisans in the former territories 
of the two republics. Their early sub- 
mission is much to be desired in their 
own interests., as until it takes place, 
it will be impossible for me to establish 
in those colonies the institutions which 
will secure the equal rights nf all white 
inhabitants and protection and justice 
for the native population. 


''The capture of Pekin by the allied 


forces and the happy release of those 
who were- besieged hi the IcgaUon.s, rn- 
sults to which my Indian troops and 
my naval forces largely 
contributed, 


have been followed by the submission of 
tho Chinese government to the demands 
insisted on by the powers. Negotiations 
are. proceeding regarding the manner in 
which compliance with these demands is 
to be effected. 


'The establishment of tho. Australian 


commonwealth was proclaimed at Syd- 
ney, January 1, with many manifesta- 
tions of popular enthusiasm and rejoic- 
ing. My deeply beloved nnd lamented 
mother had assented to the visit of the 
Duke of Cornwall and York to open the 
first parliament of the 
new 
common- 


wealth in her name. A separation from 
my son, especially at such a, moment, 
cannot bn otherwise than tlppply painful, 
but T still desire to give effect to her 
iute majesty's wishes as evidence, of her 
interest, us well as of my own, in all 
that concerns the welfare of niy. sub- 
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jects beyond the seas. I have decided 
that the visit to Australia shall not be 
abandoned and shall be extended to New 
Zealand and the Dominion of Canada. 


''The prolongation of the hostilities in 


South Africa has led me to make a. fur- 
ther call on the patriotism and devotion 
of Canada and Australia. I rejoice that 
my request has met wjlh a prompt and 
loyal response, anil iarfee additional con- 
tingents from those cotonics will oinbark 
for tlie scat of war at an early date. 


"Tlie expedition organized, for the sup- 


pression of the rebellion in 
Ashanti 


was-crowned with signal success. 
The 


endurance and gallantry of my native 
troops, ably commandrfi by Sir James 
Willeox and led by British tribes of 
West Africa and the exceptional diffi- 
culties of the climate and season of the 
country in which tho operations were 
conducted. 
Tho 
garrison 
Coomassic. 


which was besieged by the enemy, has 
been relieved after a prolonged and gal- 
lant defense. The principal kings have 
surrendered and the chief 
impediment 


to the progress of the development of 
this rich portion of my West Africa 
possessions has now, I hope, been finally 
removed. 


"The suffering and mortality caused 


by-the prolonged drought in a large por- 
tion of my Indian empire 
have 
been 


"Teatlv alleviated by a. seasonable rain- 
fall, :but I regret to adil that in parts 
of the Bombay presidency, distress of a 
serious character still continues, which 
mv officers are using every endeavor to 
mitigate. 


"Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


—The estimates for the year will be Inid 
before you. Every care has been taken 
to limit their amount but the naval and 
and especially the outlay consequent up- 
on the South African war has involved 
an inevitable increase. 


"The demise of the crown renders it 


necessary that renewed provision shall 
be made for the civil place. I place un- 
reservedly at your disposal those he red- 
itnrv revenues which wore so placed by 
my predecessor and I have commanded 
that the papers necessary for a full con- 
sideration of the subject shall be laid be- 
fore you. 


"My Lords and Gentlemen:—Proposals 


will be smmmttcd to your judgment for 
increasing the efficiency of my military 
forces. 


"Certain changes in the constitution of 


the court of final appeal are considered 
necessary in consequence of the increas- 
ed resort to it which has resulted from 
the expansion of the empire during the 
last two generations. 


"Legislation will bo proposed to you 


for the amendment of the law relating 
to education, 


"Legislation has been prepared and if 


the time at your disposal proves to be 
adequate, it will be laid before you, for 
the purpose of regulating the voluntary 
sale by landlords to occupying tenants 
in Ireland, for amending and consolidat- 
ing the factory and workshops acts, for 
the bettor, administration of law respect- 
ing lunatics, for amending the 
public 


health a'cts in regard to the water sup- 
ply; for the prevention of drunkenness 
in licensed houses and public places nnJ 
for amending the law of literary copy- 
right. 


"I pray that Almighty God may con- 


tinue to guide you in the conduct of 
yonv deliberations,, and that He nwy 


bless them with ' succpss."

CHRISTMAS DAY IN 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


Herrick Tells How the Boys in Blue 


Observed the Day—Longs for 


"Mothers Cooking." 


Dear Ward:—Being in a very com- 


fortable frame of mfnd, caused partly 
by the effects of two exceptionally good 
meals, (Thanksgiving and Cristmas din- 
ners), which do not happen very often 
in tlie annals of the history of the Thir- 
ty-fifth, and partly due to the fact that 
teh time is not far distant when we all 
will become civilians again, I. shall en- 
deavor to give you an account or our 
Christmas in the Phillippines and how 
the trouble seems to stand at the pre- 
sent time. 


.It is not necessary to say that one 


thing that most of us missed who arc 
not accustomed to warmer climates, was 
the snow and tlie 
invigorating 
cold 


weather, which, where we were brought 
up, goes hand in hand with Christmas. 
We did miss the low temperature which 
the people experience in Wisconsin and 
had it not been for a few symptoms re- 
sulting from eating a large dinner, the 
fact that it was Christinas would have 
bean hardly recognized in the Archipel- 
igoes. It is true that wanner weather 
becomes very agreeable, after one be- 
comes accustomed to it, but neverthe- 
less I think a good old holiday dinner 
can be more appreciated, enjoyed and 
relished with the aid of a stiff winter 
breeze to sharpen up a fellow's appetite 
than it can with a tropical sun shining 
down upon you and the temperature 
way above seventy. It 
appears 
as if 


the natural surroundings has consider-

We arrived back at our town just as

Owing to the fact that we have no ean- 
v..>«n in our garrison, most ,of the boys 
observed Christmas in a strictly relig- 
ious way and we had a campa-ratively 
quiet day.

checking every thing up. From -these 
indications, the chances are 
we will 


move very soon.

To me the bill is a menace to rota- 


tion In office, while at the same time 
the way is made much easier than at 
the present time for public indignation 
or discontent with an official to reach 
him by the direct vote and deprive 
him of renooiirmtion. 


Karel, the IJobemiun Leader. 


An interesting: figure in the assem- 


bly is the youug man- who ma.y some 
day be the leader of the 35,000 Bohe- 
fnians in "Wisconsin, John C. Karel, 
who for six years played footbfril at 
Madison and- was universally known 
as "Iker." He is 27 years old. rhe 
youngest of the Democrats in the as- 
sembly, and elected by 119 rna-jority 
•iu a Milwaukee district, where the Re- 
publicans had 650 majority two years 
ago. "Ikey" was sergeant-at-arms at 
the two Democratic state conventions 
last year. He speaks three languages 
«.nd talked to Carter Harrison's Bohe-' 
mian constituents iu one of his cam- 
paigns. 
Since Carl Jonas died, John 


Karel, the father of the as«smbly-mau, 
is one of the best known and most 
highly educated 
Bohemians in the 


state. He is a banker and insurance 
man, 
though 
now 
recruiting 
his 


strength in Denver. 
The father has 


been consul general to St. Petersburg 
and. Prague. He speaks v<rix languages 
and, as he was educated by priests, 
tho classic Latin and Greek are easy 
to h'lm. He writes for all tho Bohe- 
mian papers and has a national repu- 
tation. John Kai-el, the son, 1s prac- 
ticing ln.w in Milwaukee. A brother, 
Albert, is cashier in the Kcwnunco 
bank, Albert, and also a sister, Flora, 
are both graduates of the stale uni- 
versity.

abroad a few years ago, -the mother 
died, being one of the "party.

weigh 150 pounds. These factories are 
largely co-operative a.mcng the farm- 
ers and each factory has from 75 to 
250 cows contributing their daily prod- 
uct. The cheese is shipped to New 
York and as far as the Pacific coast. 
Some factories are wholly devoted to 
one kind, as Swiss or limburger, and 
others shift their programme accord- 
ing to season and demand. 


The big thing in Monroe was the es- 


tablishing a year ago of one of.thd 
factories of the 
Anglo-Swiss 
Con- 


densed Milk company. This concern 
has plants an, Dixon, Ills., in New York 
and Pennsylvania, in. Switzerland and 
in other parts of the world—a dozen 
in all. Dixoii farmers have been made 
rich by the market the condensed milk 
factory gives thorn. The Dixon plant 
makes tons,of caramels daily, whicll 
are shipped to Chicago. The company 
has its own veterinarians, inspect the 
herds of the farmers, and builds beau- 
tiful roads.

The bill, as presented, meets 


the views of GOT.La Follettc,who from 
time to time during- its preparation 
made suggestions. it is planned after 
a similar measure which is now a law 
in the state of Minnesota, but many 
of the objections tliat liave been made 
to the provisions of the Minnesota 
law have been eliminated from 
the 


Stevens bill. 


Text of Ihc Bill. 


The following is the full text of the bill: 
A ball to ^bolis'h. political caucuses and 


conventions, and provide Sor political nomi- 
nations by direct vote. 


The people of the state of Wisconsin, rep- 


resented in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 


Section 1. All statutes pertaining to polit- 


ical caucuses and conventions fur the nomi- 
nations of all officers provided for in this 
act are hereby repeal-ed. 


Sec. 2. Hereafter, all candidates to be vot- 


ed for by the people, except for the ju- 
dicial, village, toivnship or .••c-hool district 
offices and at special elections to till vacan- 
cies shall be nominated at a primary elec- 
tion, Jielcl in accordance with this act, or by 
petition in accordance with subdivis-ion 3 of 
section 30, of the statutes,'of 1898. 


On First Tnesduy in September, 
Sec. 3. Primary elections shall .be held 


at the regular polling places in each election 
precinct in this state on the first Tuesday in 
September, 1902, and biennially thereafter, 
for the purpose of nominating candidates to 
be voted for at the next general election, 
and shall likewise be held for the purpose 
of nominating candidates to be voted for at 
any other than a general election, at least 
three weeks before the date of holding such 
^lection. • • 
• 


Notices of Primaries. 


Sec. 4. On or before 60 days prior to th« 


holding of any such general election, the 
secretary of state shall make out and trans- 
mit a notice thereof in writing to each coun- 
ty, town, village and city clerk, and desig- 
nate therein the offices for which candidates 
for nomination sire to be voted for at such 
election. Upon receipt of such notice, each 
county clerk shall publish so much thereof 
as may be applicable to his county in a 
newspaper of general circulation published 
therein, in the interests of each 
political 


party, and each town, village and city clerk 
shall forthwith entire notice of the holding 
of such election to be posted in three public 
places in each election precinct in his town, 
village or city, as required by section 22 ct-i 
the revised statutes of this state. Each coun- 
ty clerk on the first Monday of June, 1902, 
and biennally thereafter, shall transmit, to 
the secretary of state the nan-.? and post of- 
fice address1 of each town, city and village 
clerk in his county. In the case of city elec- 
tions, the city clerk shall make one publica- 
tion of the notice in a newspaper of general 
cirtuJatioD published in the 
interests of 


each political party therein, and cause notice 
to be posted in three public places in each 
election precinct therein, such publication 
and posting to be at least sis creeks before 
«ny such primary election. 


jVomliiatinii Papers. 


Sec. 5. The name i>i im candidate shall b» 


printed upon any official ballot at any pri- 
mary election unless at least 40 days prior 
thereto there be filed in his behalf a nomi- 
nation paper, stating his name, residence, 
with street and number, if any, the office for 
•which he is a candidate, the party he pro- 
poses to represent and no other. Such paper 
shall in all cases be signed by at least two 
per centum (2 por cent.) of the voters of 
the party named and proposed to be rep- 
resented therein, resident in the alate, or

Provided that any political or- 


ganization, which, at the preceding general 
election, was represented on the official bal- 
lot by individual nominees only, may have a 
primary election ballot as a political party 
i? any of said individual nominees receive 
one per cent, of the total state vote cast at 
such preceding general election. 


Signers of Nomination Paper*. 


Sec. 6. Each, signer to a nomination paper 


shall add to his signature his business and 
residence, with street and number, if any, 
declare in such nomination paper that he ui 
a member of the political party named there- 
in, and shall sign for but one nomination to 
the same office. 
All signers oa the samft 


nomination paper shall reside in the same 
precinct. The affidavit of a qualified elector 
of the precinct in •which any such signers re- 
sids shall be appended to each nomination 
paper stating that he is personiBf acquaint- 
ed with all the persons who have signed the 
same; that he knows them to be electors of 
the precinct, and that their residence and 
business are truly stilted therein. Such affi- 
davit shall not be made by the candidate, 
but each candidate shall file with his nomi- 
nation papers a declaration that he is a mem- 
ber of the party named therein, and will 
qualify as such officer if nominated and 
elected. 


Sec. 7. AM nomination papers pertaining 


to state officers, members of congress, state 
senate or assembly, shall be filed in the office 
of the secretory of state; to countj' officers, 
in the office erf the county clerk; to city offi- 
cers, in the office of the crty cierlc. 


Printing Lists of Candidates. 


Sec. 8. At least five weeks before any pri- 


mary election preceding a general election, 
the secretary of state shall transmit to each 
county clerk a list containing the name, post 
office address and occupation of each person 
entitled to be voted for as a candidate in his 
county, at the.ensuing primary election, to- 
g-ether with a de&ignaiion of-the office and 
the party for \Vhich he is a candidate. Said 
.clerk shall before the thirtieth day preced- 
ing the election publish a complete list of all 
candidates to be voted for in the county fon 
whom norriin.ition papers have been duly 
filed, giving the name, address and occupai 
tion of eech, under'the title of the office 
for which he is- a candidate. 
The list of 


candidates of each party shall be published 
in one newspaper of general circulation, of 
the county, representing such party, once 
each week until the primary election. The 
notice shall contain the name of the party 
in large type, the date of the election, the 
hours during which the polls will be open, 
and that the election will be held in the reg- 
ular polling booths. The county clerk shall 
ako mail a copy of the notice to each town, 
village ar.d city clerk of his-county, who 
shall immediately upon receipt of such no- 
tice, post copies of the notice in at least three 
public places in each precinct of his> Unvn, 
village or city.

of a notice cannot be made as hereinbefore 
required, it may be so made in any news- 
paper having a general circulation in the.

Sec. 11. On or before the 25th day before 


any primary election preceding a general 
election, each county clerk shall prepare a 
sample official primary election ballot for' 
each party, placing, thereon the-names of. all 
candidates to be. voted for in «ny precinct 
of his county, for whom nomination papers 
have been duly filed. He shall submit the 
ballot of each party to the county chairman 
thereof, and mail a copy to each candidate

each precinct in, such city, county or dis- 
trict; the state senatorial district commit- 
tee, of the chairmen of the assembly com- 
mittees in such senatorial district; the con- 
gressional committees of the party chairmen 
of the counties wholly-or partially in such 
congressional districts; _ t h e - state central 
committee of the party chairmen in each 
county of the state. Each city, county and 
state central committee shall choose its 
chairman and an executive committee when 
it meets to canvass the votes cast at any 
primary election. The chairman and exec- 
utive committee of each such committee shall 
elect a secretary who shall hold office til! his 
successor is selected and accepts office. Each 
candidate for congress, state senate or as- 
sembly shn.ll immediately upos-his nomina- 
tion select « chairman and s€CFetary'airtl''ex- 
ccutive committee for his respective! party 
district committee. 
Every cbiiirihah,-- sec- 


retary an>ii member of an executive'commit-' 
tee shall be a member of their respective' 
committees and have one vote in the deci- 
sion of all questions by the committee. Each 
such chairman) secretary or executive, com- 
mitteeman. shal! hold office until a,new,Rarty 
committee is selected in accordanceTv;t;h,.the 
provisions of this act, or until his sucppssor, 
is elected arid acceots office. Kach iiorryijijttee 
and its officers shall have the powers.usually 
exercised by such committees, .nnd, tw.'lhe 
officers thereof, in so far as consistent with 
fhis act. 
The various officers and commit- 


tees now in existence shall 
exercise the 


powers and possess the duties herein 
pre- 


scribed until their successors are chosen in 
•accordance with this act. In all meetings of 
said city, county, or assembly district com- 
mittees, each prfteinct chairman shall hava 
one vote for every twenty-five votes or major 
fraction thereof cast by his party in his pre- 
cinct at the last general election,.each such 
L'liairnmn to have a I. least one v<»ic and in all 
meetings of the state central 'committee 
each county chairman shall have one vot' 
for every one. hundred ballots or major frac- 
tion thereof cas>t by his party in his.county 
at the last preceding presidential election, to 
be determined as provided 
in section 5

Sec. 25. Whenever any party precinct 


chairman cannot,exercise the powers nnd 
perform the duties- required of him by,this 
act, such duties shall be performed by a 
member of the committee to be designated 
by the precinct chairman or chosen by lot. 
If any county chairman shall not be able to 
attend any state or district meeting of couu- 
ty chairmen, the secretary of the 
county 


committee shall exercise the powers herein 
vested in siich chairman. Any vacancy in 
any party precinct committee shall be filled 
by the remaining members of such commit- 
tee; any vacancy in' the'place of an officer of 
any committee shall be filled in the game 
manner as that in which such officers were 
originally chosen. The chairmen of each po- 
litical committee shall call a meeting there-" 
of when necessary or when requested by one-' 
fifth of the members of Mich committee, rea- 
sonable notice of such meeting to be given. 


Sec. 26. The county chairmen at 
their 


meeting to canvass the'vote for state officers 
shall, in the proper yeiirs, choose by ballot, 
the electors of their party for president and 
vice president. The names of the persons so 
selected shall he placed upon the official bal- 
lot, as now provided 'by law. 


State Party Plittformi. 


Sec. 27. The candidates for the various 


state offices, and for senate and assembly 
nominated liy'each political party at such 
primary election, shall meet in the assembly; 
chamber at Madison^ at 12 o'clock.noon on 
the'second Wednesday after the date on 
which any primary election is held prelim- 
inary to any general election. They shall ad- 
jou'rn. to suitable plrtees'in the capital build- 
ing where they shsill forthwith . meet and 
formulate the state platform, of their party. 
Jhe chairman and secretary of the , »Ut«. 


central committee of each party shall act as 
chairman and; secretary of such meeting. 
Said platform »kall b* adopted by a majority 
of all candidates voting at such meeting. On 
roll call, the record of which shall be filed 
with and preserved by the secretary of eta,te-,

:at swob time that it shall be; made public, 
not later than six o'clock in the afternooa 
. of the following day (the afternoon of the 
.second Thursday after primary election 
day). 


Sse. 28. The congressional committee of 


each, district, shall meet with the nominee at 
the call of its chairman as soon as may be 
after^the nomination has been declared, and 
formulate a platform for such congressional 
nominee and district.

Delegates to National Convention. 
Sec. 29. Delegates to the national conven- 


tion of each party to nominate candidates 
for president and vice president shall be 
chosen at an election, held in each precinct 
of the state onthe first Tuesday of April in 
the year in which the. electors'for president 
and vice president' of the United States are 
to be elected. Notice thereof shall be given, 
nomination papers of candidates prepared 
and filed, the votes canvassed, and the pri 
mary election conducted in the manner and 
form, prescribed in this act, the four dele- 
gates-at-large being chosen in the-sameman 
ner as candidates for state officers are to be 
selected, and the two delegates from each 
congressional district selected j«'the manner 
required ,by this act in case of the nomina- 
tion of candidates for congress. The 
four 


•candidates for delegates-at-large receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be dele- 
gates-at-large, and the candidates receiving 
the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth largest 
number of votes shall be alternates. The two 
eandidates'for delegates in each congression- 
al district receiving the largest number of 
votes shall be delegates fr.om such district, 
and the candidates receiving the third and 
fourth largest number of votes shall be alter- 
nates. Provided that BO person shall be an 
alternate who shall receive less than two 
per ceat. of the vote of his party <in the state 
or district, as the case may be. In such case 
alternates may be chosen by the delegates 
elected. In case the number of deleg-ates-at- 
large or in any congressional 
district be 


other than that provided for above, the 
number of delegates or alternates- to be 
elected shall be chosen ia a similar manner.

•tate, as the case may be. 


For Violation of Dniy. 


Sec. 32. Any officer, member of nny po- 


litical committee who shall willfully fail and 
neglect to perform, any duty by this act re- 
quired of him or who.shall tamper 
with, 


change o'r destroy any ballot, return or cer 
tificate of election, or willfully do any act of 
any nature, the object of which.is .to destroy 
any ballot or the record of any canvass of 
votesoriri any way willfully to interfere with 
the utmost honesty and fnirnes-s in conduct- 
ing any such primary election or in making 
nominations thereat, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon trial and con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
lest than twenty-five nor more than one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not less than snxty days nor more 
than -one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.

same extent as though fully set forth in this 
act.

There S'hnll be a 
party eh airman and a party committee in 
each election precinct, whether.Buch election 
precinct constitutes the whole of any town 
or ward, or not.
